Police Briefs 

Bradford - On Tuesday September 
29, at 3:15 am a 20 year old Bradford 
woman attended the police station 
to report she had been assaulted 
by her 18 year old boyfriend. The 
woman reported that earlier in the 
month she and her boyfriend were 
involved in an argument that led to 
the male pushing her and breaking 
her dishes. The boyfriend also 
punched a large hole in the wall of 
her residence. The woman was not 
injured during this incident and 
the man left the residence without 
further altercation. This incident 
was not reported to police at the 
time - but on September 28, the 
woman reported, she was wakened 
in her bed by the boyfriend, who 
started to argue with her once again. 
The male grabbed her and held her 
down on the bed; when she got up, 
she was pushed to the floor and 
struck in the face. She attempted 
to leave the room, but was blocked 
by the boyfriend. She called out 
to neighbours, who assisted and 
confronted the man. He fled the 
residence and escaped. The woman 
did not need any medical treatment 
as a result of this altercation. 

South Simcoe Police Officers 
searched for the man, and located 
him in a vehicle parked near the 
woman’s residence. He was arrested 
without further incident, and held 
for a Bail Hearing, charged with 
two counts of domestic assault, 
domestic mischief, and breaching 
a court order on unrelated charges 
from the Waterloo region. 

Bradford - On Friday, October 2, a 
man and woman attended the South 
Simcoe Police station in Bradford 
to report two separate incidents in 
which they had both been robbed 
and threatened by the same man. 
Officers learned that on September 
28,2015, the female victim was 
threatened with bodily harm by a 
male party who demanded money. 
The victim complied and was forced 
to turn over money to the man, but 
didn't report the robbery to police 
at that time out of fear. Officers 
also learned that on Thursday, 
October 1, the male victim met up 
with the same man in Bradford. An 
argument ensued and the victim was 
punched in the face. Later on that 
same date the male victim went to a 
Bradford home only to find the same 
offender at the residence as well. 

The victim reports that the accused 
held a knife to his throat and took 
his wallet, which contained a large 
sum of money. The accused also 
made threats toward the victim but 
allowed him to leave. On October 
2, police located thee accused at 
a Bradford address and arrested 
him without incident. A 33 year 
old Keswick man is charged with 
2 counts of Robbery, Assault and 
Uttering Threats, and was held 
in custody for a bail hearing on 
October 3.

The new Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Traffic Commit¬ 
tee is taking residents’ com¬ 
plaints seriously - especially 
complaints of speeding on resi¬ 
dential sidestreets.

Stunt driving... More than just speeding 


South Simcoe - In 2007, 
Ontario introducedatough new 
law, aimed at aggressive drivers. 
The Safer Roads for Ontario Act 
amended the Highway Traffic 
Act and Section 172, governing 
Stunt Driving. 

Most drivers knowthat if they 
are caught racing, or driving 
in excess of 50 kmph over the 
posted speed limit, they face a 
charge of Stunt Driving, their 
vehicle will be impounded for 
atleast7days, and their licence 
suspended for at least7days. 

But they may not know that 
Stunt Driving also includes: 

. Doing “wheelies” on a 
motorcycle. 

. Doing “burnouts” or “smok¬ 
ing the tires.” 

. Driving while not in the 
Driver’s seat 

. Putting a person in the 


. Preventing a vehicle from 
passing. 

. Slowing down to intention¬ 
ally interfere with traffic. 

. Aggressive tailgating. 

. Turning left on the green, 
ahead of the through traffic and 
cutting them off in an aggres¬ 
sive manner 

If convicted for Stunt Driv¬ 
ing, a driver could face a min¬ 
imum fine of $2,000, up to a 
maximum of $10,000, and a 
jail term of up to 6 months. 
In addition there will be 6 
demerit points added to their 
driving record, and they could 
face a further licence suspen¬ 
sion for up to 2 years.

Canadian values? 


D efining the values 

This election campaign 
has seen the usual 
promises masquerading as policy 
- without, of course, the details of 
the possible long-term financial 
impact on Canada’s economy - but 
it has also seen some pretty bizarre 
proposals Perhaps most bizarre: 
the Conservative promise to set up 
an anonymous tip line to report 
"barbaric cultural practices.” 

Besides the fact that the definition 
of "barbaric" will vary from person 
to person - let’s face it, the current 
bacon fixation must seem pretty 
barbaric to Muslims, Jews, Jainists 
and vegetarians - it’s all part of 
what appears to be the ongoing 
Conservative effort to play the 
politics of division. 

The Conservatives talk a lot about 
"Canadian values’! especially in 
the context of the niqab. But that 
suggests a level of conformity 
that is not demanded by our 
constitution, or our courts - and 
raises the question of just what kind 
of “Canadian values” are actually 
being espoused. The values of the 
"Family Compact”? The values of 
the 19th Century settlers? Times 
change. 


If we all sat down, we probably 
could define those values: A 
sense of fairness, and a desire for 
justice.

We don’t always live up to those 
ideals, but we try. We don't need 
a political party telling us that we 
can unleash our biases - and we 
all have them - under the guise 
of “Canadian values.” We don’t 
need fear-mongering. Yes, these 
are dangerous times, but the 
danger can as easily come from 
within as from external threats, 
and we have laws and dedicated 
law enforcement agencies working 
to preserve public safety. We 
don’t think we need to fear Syrian 
families, fleeing the devastation of 
war; we don’t need to fear a woman 

We need political parties that 
spend more time living up to 
Canadian values, than talking about 
them - or using them to drive a 
wedge between Canadians.

HOT LUNCH MORE THAN A FUNDRAISER 

To the editor: This letter is about the teacher 
actions directed by ETFO and their leader Sam 
Hammond, and how they affect a segment 
no-one has acknowledged: Hot Lunch programs. 

As a parent with children at a local elementary 
school, I feel strongly that this should be brought 
to the public's attention. Our parent volunteer 
hot lunch co-ordinator has advised that they 
can’t proceed with Hot Lunch at our school; this 
is considered a "fundraising” endeavour, and the 
local union representative will not allow it 

This is NOT just a fundraising project There are 
many children who have parents that count on 
this program so that their children have cold fresh 
milk and hot nutritious lunches. Denying this to the 
students is not in the best interest of the children! 

This isn't fundraising for an outside source, 
either - it's for the school and the very 
classrooms these teachers workin. 

Let’s review what is needed from the teachers 
for this program to run: They need to hand out 
the forms, then collect the forms and money 
returned by the students, and send it to the office. 

They need to be available to receive concerns/ 
issues from children that are missing items from 
the Hot Lunch, and relay it to the Hot Lunch 
Co-ordinator. That’s it 

The parents volunteers and hot lunch 
co-ordinator do the following: 

. Co-ordinate local food vendors for milk and 
hot lunch options. 

. Create and copy forms for the students to 
order a hot lunch. 

. Gather the forms after teachers return them 
to the office, sending a student 

. Count and reconcile the money for school 
administration to deposit 

. Create the database for the daily hot lunch 
sorting and delivery. 

. Co-ordinate the local food vendors for 
delivery of food orders to the school in a timely 
manner every week. 

. Sort food orders daily by classroom and 
arrange for student volunteers to pick up orders 
at the kitchen and deliver to the classroom. 

. Stay available until students go outdoors for 
recess to address any missing food issues, try 
to fill food requirements that day, then forward 
issues to the Co-ordinator. 

. Co-ordinate and issue credits as required for 
errors - and/or multiple field trips, usually at the 
last minute. 

. Review and approve food vendor invoices for 

. Prepare profit/loss reports to be submitted to 
the school administration for monthly council 
meetings. 

Local food vendors involved rely on this 
income for their businesses. They do not have 
generous salary, benefits and pension programs 
paid for by the Ontario Government They work 
for themselves and count on this income to 
support their families. This is impacting their 
livelihood too. 

MnHammon claims ETFO cannot accept the 
same deals already offered to the Secondary School 
and Catholic unions, because they have Special 
Needs and have to work with veryyoung children. 

Last 1 checked, the Catholic teachers' unions teach 
IK to Grade 12 and special needs; so much for 
logic. (P.S. - The other two unions accepted the 
offers made to them, with a proviso that they'll get 
anything additional that is offered to ETFO. Nice 
workif you can get it). Enough is enough.

Doors Open is an "Ontario¬ 
wide celebration of Heritage 
and Culture,” explained Ian 
Cooper, a member of the Brad¬ 
ford West Gwillimbury Herit¬ 
age Committee. This is die third 
year that BWG has participated, 
with 9 sites opening their doois 
to the public on October 3. 

“The sites are not just archi¬ 
tectural and historical but also 
cultural, municipal and even 
commercial,” Cooper said. 

He was joined at the launch 
of Doors Open BWG by Chair 
Munawar Chudary, Mayor 
Rob Keffer and members of his 
Council, and Yotk-Simcoe MPP 
Julia Munro. 

“Doors Open has been a 
wonderful initiative, picked 
up by this municipality,” said 
Munro. “You have a sense of 
what you walk past every day, 
never knowing what’s behind 
the doors. It's a great day, and a 
great initiative, and it’s all volun¬ 
teer driven.” 

One stop epitomizing Doors 
Open was the former Orange 
Lodge 1053, nowthe workshop 
of Bmce Chambers Period Fur¬ 
niture Ltd, in Bond Head 

The Orange Lodge, built circa 
1862, had fallen into disrepair 
- the roof removed in a disas¬ 


trous effort at renovation, the 
windows smashed. Bond Head 
resident and historian David 
Chambers purchased the build¬ 
ing from the Township for $1, 
and with the help of son Bmce, 
then 13, moved it to its current 
location, behind the Chambers 
home at 4370 line 7. 

“It was a summer project for a 
13 year old and his fatheij’ Bmce 
said. “Everything was num¬ 
bered,” to make it easier to put 
back together - although some 
of the chalk numbers rubbed 
off as the studs and siding sat in 
piles m the backyard. 

The foundation was put 
in the next summer, and the 
Lodge eventually took shape - 
but the interior wasn't finished 
until 1990, inspired by Brace’s 
wedding. 

The ceiling was dropped 
from its original 14’ height, and 
storage was created in tire attic. 
The structure was fully win¬ 
terized; even the original sten¬ 
cil decoration was re-created, 
from a fragment that had sur¬ 
vived the move. 

“It’s been a shop ever since,” 
Bruce said, housing his fine cab¬ 
inetry, woodworking and furni¬ 
ture business. What is especially 
satisfying to Chambers is that 
he is creating his mid-19th Cen¬ 
tury reproductions in abuilding 
from the same era.

The Barrie-Orilha Run for 
the Cure took place on the 
Barrie waterfront, on the 
shores of Lake Simcoe, and 
drew over 1,000 participants 
from as far away as Orillia 
and Bradford. 

Heritage Park was a sea 
of pink, as the runners and 
walkers gathered, dressed in 
pink wigs, scarves, T-shirts 
and boas - and cheered, as 


cancer survivors paraded 
through the crowd during 
the opening ceremonies, fill¬ 
ing the stage. 

Debbie Rill was one of 
those survivors. Rill shared 
her cancer journey - a jour¬ 
ney she called “a story of fear, 
of hope, of courage, and ulti¬ 
mately, survival.” 

In 2011, Rill noticed a 
small lump in her right 
breast. “I didn’t do any¬ 
thing about it,” she said. 
"I thought it was a cyst.” 


It wasn’t until 2012, at her 
doctor’s office for a check¬ 
up, that she mentioned the 
lump. After an ultrasound 
and biopsy, “it was deter¬ 
mined the lump I had found 
was cancer, and it was a 
lymph node, which meant it 

She experienced fear, and 
shock - “It felt like I had been 
blindsided.”

weeks of chemotherapy. 
“My hair began to fall out in 
clumps... It was devastating.” 

A friend shaved her head, 
and Rill purchased a wig, 
which she named “Matilda.'’ 
It was a tough fight. After the 
chemo came a round of radi¬ 
ation therapy. Rill developed 
painful mouth sores that 
extended down her throat 
into her stomach - and was 
treated with the same drugs 
given to ulcer patients. She 
suffered neutropenia, and 
repeated bladder and kidney 
infections. 

But through it all, she 
received “fabulous sup¬ 
port from my husband of 30 
years, my children, friends 
and neighbours,” and from 

nity. Rill also received a 
year of Herceptin-targeted 
therapy - a new therapy, 
developed with grant fund¬ 


ing from CBCF and the Run 
For the Cure, designed for 
patients with Human Epi¬ 
dermal Receptor 2-type 
(HER2) cancers, a formerly 
hard-to-treat class. 

“I believe it was a game- 
changer for me,” she said. 
“It’s all because of you that I 
am alive.” 

Rill told the crowd, “I do 
everything I did before the 
cancer - and more,” includ¬ 
ing sitting on the Canadian 
Breast Cancer Foundation’s 
Run for the Cure commit¬ 
tee, and providing peer sup¬ 
port to women on their can¬ 
cer journey. “I will continue 
my crusade until a cure is
